input fields for each of the one or more questions should be displayed, the data 
display data comprising a question field for each of the one or more questions 
comprising its respective question, a response type field for each of the one or 
more questions indicating what type of input field should be generated for its 
respective guestion, and a response parameter field for each of the one or more 
guestions indicating how the input field corresponding to each respective 
guestion should be displayed, 

data comprising seguence numbers wherein each of the one or more 
guestions has a seguence number indicating a seguence for the one or more 
questions, 

data comprising activation indicators wherein each of the one or more 
questions has an activation indicator indicating whether each of the one or more 
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questions should be included in the electronic survey and wherein the class file 
does not generate markup language for each of the one or more questions not to 
be included in the survey when executed, and 

an application name corresponding to the electronic survey, a form name, 
and a version number : 

receiving a request for a network resource including the electronic survey, 
wherein the request is received at a web server computer maintaining the network 
resource from a web browser; 

in response to the request, determining whether a previously compiled class file 
should be utilized to respond to the request; 

in response to determining that a previously compiled class file should not be 
utilized to respond to the request, creating an executable class file capable of 
generating markup language for displaying the questions and the input fields in a web 
browse r, wherein creating the executable class file comprises, 

determining which guestions within the one or more guestions are active 

based upon the activation indicators, 

generating, based at least on the data display data, code for the 

executable class file reguired to display the active guestions and response fields 

corresponding to the active guestions, and 

reordering the code for generating active guestions based on the 

seguence numbers associated with the active guestions ; 

generating the markup language by executing the class file; and 
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returning the markup language as a response to the request for a network 
resource , wh e rein th e surv e y database further compr i s e s, 

data i ndicating how th e i nput fio l ds for e ach question shou l d bo display e d, 
data indicating a s e qu e nc e for th e on e or mor e quest i ons and wh e r ei n th e 

ono or mor e quest i ons aro ord e red accord i ng to the s e qu e nc e wh e n th o c l ass file 

i s e xecut e d, 

data i nd i cat i ng whether each of tho ono or more qu e st i ons shou l d be 
i nc l uded in tho o l octron i c survey and wh e rein th e c l ass f il o does not generat e 
markup language for oach of tho ono or moro questions not to b e i nclud e d in th e 
surv e y wh e n e x e cuted, and 

an app li cation nam e corr e spond i ng to th e ele ctronic survey, a form nam e , 
and a version numb e r 

2. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein determining whether 
a previously compiled class file should be utilized comprises determining whether the 
request for the network resource was a first request for the network resource. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein determining whether 
a previously compiled class file should be utilized comprises determining whether the 
request for the network resource was a first request for the network resource or whether 
a web server operative to provide the network resource was reset since the last time the 
network resource was accessed.

9. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1, wherein the web server 
computer is operative to receive response data corresponding to the input fields and to 
store the response data in a database.

26. (Currently Amended) A system for conducting an online survey having 
one or more questions, the system comprising: 

a memory storage for maintaining a database; and 

a processing unit coupled to the memory storage, wherein the processing unit is 
operative to: 

maintain a survey database, the database comprising the one or more questions 
and data identifying a type of input field for each question wherein the survey database 
comprises, 

data display data for each of the one or more questions indicating how 
input fields for each of the one or more questions should be displayed, the data 
display data comprising a question field for each of the one or more questions 
comprisinq its respective question, a response type field for each of the one or 
more questions indicatinq what type of input field should be qenerated for its 
respective question, and a response parameter field for each of the one or more 
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questions indicating how the input field corresponding to each respective 
Question should be displayed, 

data comprising seguence numbers wherein each of the one or more 
Questions has a sequence number indicating a seguence for the one or more 
guestions. 

data comprising activation indicators wherein each of the one or more 
guestions has an activation indicator indicating whether each of the one or more 
guestions should be included in the electronic survey and wherein the class file 
does not generate markup language for each of the one or more questions not to 
be included in the survey when executed, and 

an application name corresponding to the electronic survey, a form name, 
and a version number : 

receive a request for a network resource including the electronic survey, 
wherein the request is received at a web server computer maintaining the 
network resource from a web browser; 

in response to the request, determine whether a previously compiled class 
file should be utilized to respond to the request; 

in response to detemriining that a previously compiled class file should not be 
utilized to respond to the request, create an executable class file capable of generating 
markup language for displaying the questions and the input fields in a web browser^ 
wherein the processing unit being operative to create the executable class file further 
comprises the processing unit being operative to. 
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determine which questions within the one or more questions are 
active based upon the activation indicators. 

generate, based at least on the data display data, code for the 
executable class file required to display the active questions and response 
fields corresponding to the active questions, and 

reorder the code for qeneratinq active questions based on the 
sequence numbers associated with the active questions : 
generate the markup language by executing the class file; and 
return the markup language as a response to the request for a network 
resource , whoroin tho surv e y database further oompr i sos, 

data indicating how tho i nput fio l ds for each qu e stion should b e 
disp l ayed, 

data indicating a soquonc e for tho one or mor o quest i ons and 
wh e r ei n the one or mor e qu e st i ons ar e ord e red accord i ng to th e s e qu e nc e 
whon the class filo is ex e cut e d, 

data ind i cating whether e ach of tho ono or mor e questions shou l d 
b e i nclud e d i n the ele ctron i c survey and wh e rein the c l ass f i l e do e s not 
generat e markup l anguage for each of tho ono or mor e quest i ons not to 
bo i nclud e d i n tho surv e y when e xecut e d, and 

an app l icat i on name corr e spond i ng to the e l ectronic survey, a form 
name, and a voroion number . 
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27. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 26, wherein the processing unit 
operative to determine whether a previously compiled class file should be utilized 
comprises the processing unit operative to determine whether the request for the 
network resource was a first request for the network resource. 

28. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 26, wherein the processing unit 
operative to determine whether a previously compiled class file should be utilized 
comprises the processing unit operative to determine whether the request for the 
network resource was a first request for the network resource or whether a web server 
operative to provide the network resource was reset since the last time the network 
resource was accessed. 

29. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 26, wherein the web server 
computer is operative to receive response data corresponding to the input fields and to 
store the response data in a database. 

30. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium which stores a set of 
instructions which when executed performs a method for conducting an online survey 
having one or more questions, the method executed by the set of instructions 
comprising: 

maintaining a survey database, the database comprising the one or more 
questions and data identifying a type of input field for each question wherein the survey 
database comprises. 
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data display data for each of the one or more questions indicating how 
input fields for each of the one or more questions should be displayed, the data 
display data comprising a question field for each of the one or more questions 
comprising its respective question, a response type field for each of the one or 
more questions indicatinq what type of input field should be qenerated for its 
respective question, and a response parameter field for each of the one or more 
questions indicatinq how the input field correspondinq to each respective 
question should be displayed. 

data comprising sequence numbers wherein each of the one or more 
questions has a sequence number indicatinq a sequence for the one or more 
questions. 

data comprising activation indicators wherein each of the one or more 
questions has an activation indicator indicatinq whether each of the one or more 
questions should be included in the electronic survey and wherein the class file 
does not generate markup lanquaqe for each of the one or more questions not to 
be included in the survey when executed, and 

an application name corresponding to the electronic survey, a form name, and a 
version number : 

receiving a request for a network resource including the electronic survey, 
wherein the request is received at a web server computer maintaining the network 
resource from a web browser; 

in response to the request, determining whether a previously compiled class file 
should be utilized to respond to the request; 
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in response to determining tliat a previously compiled class file should not be 
utilized to respond to the request, creating an executable class file capable of 
generating markup language for displaying the questions and the input fields in a web 
browse r, wherein creating the executable class file comprises, 

detemiining which questions within the one or more questions are active 
based upon the activation indicators, 

generating, based at least on the data display data, code for the 
executable class file reguired to display the active Questions and response fields 
corresponding to the active questions, and 

reordering the code for generating active guestions based on the 
seguence numbers associated with the active guestions : 
generating the markup language by executing the class file; and 
returning the markup language as a response to the request for a network 
resource , wher e in the surv e y database furth e r compr i s e s, 

data indicat i ng how th e input f ie lds for each quest i on should b e d i splay e d, 
data ind i cat i ng a s e quenc e for th e on e or mor e quest i ons and whoro i n tho 
on e or mor e questions are ord e red according to th e s e quence wh e n the class fil e 
i s e x e cut e d, 

data indicating wh e ther e ach of th e one or more qu e stions should b e 
included i n tho o l ootronio surv e y and wh e r e in th e class f i le does not generat e 
markup languag e for e ach of th e on e or more qu e stions not to b e i nc l ud e d in th e 
surv e y wh e n e x e cut e d, and 
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an appl i cation nam e corr e sponding to tho o l octron i c surv e y, a form namo, 
and a v e rs i on number . 

31. (Previously Presented) The computer-readable medium of Claim 30, 
wherein determining whether a previously compiled class file should be utilized 
comprises determining whether the request for the network resource was a first request 
for the network resource. 

32. (Previously Presented) The computer-readable medium of Claim 30, 
wherein determining whether a previously compiled class file should be utilized 
comprises determining whether the request for the network resource was a first request 
for the network resource or whether a web server operative to provide the network 
resource was reset since the last time the network resource was accessed. 

33. (Previously Presented) The computer-readable medium of Claim 30, 
wherein the web server computer is operative to receive response data corresponding 
to the input fields and to store the response data in a database.
